‘Tho right to 
lifdfineludes and implies tho right. to the means of 
supporting that life, Liberty and the pale of hnap- 
pings imply and include tho vight to choose the means, 
ngënoies and methods of securing aud promoting hap-

Among the means, methods and agencies herein al 
luded to may bo mentioned tho natural appetite for 
Food and Drink, the eppotite for the Beautitul in na- 
ture and art, and the appetite for  Sex-associa- 
tion, or what is commonly known as the Amativo fao- 
ulty. Does our present. stato—our statuto laws—help 
to securo and defend the citizen in’ the exercise and 
enjoyment of these natural appotites?and does it never 
invade tho autonomy of the individnal—his natural 
vight of choice in these matters? 

Let us particularize: 

Ist. As to Food, 

The State does not direetly interfero with tho right 
ot the citizen in tho matter ol food, as to kind or qnal- 
ity, but it does so indirectly ay to quantity or source 
of supply. ‘Phe earth, the coil, is the chicl, if not the 
only source of supply of food, Tho state (or nation) 
claims and exercises tho right of eminent domain—the 
right to give or sella title to this soll—this basis of 
af food-supply. Under the operation of thesa statute 
land-laws n few men, or even one man, may by greed 
and superior cumming, own and control all the land, 
and thus own andl control the food supply of all the 
peoplo; thereby reducing the masses of the people to 
starvation or 10 slavery, 

as Antonomists, then, wo Demand thatthe statute 
land Jaws be climinated, reformed or abolished, as vin- 
lating the fundamental bill of rights, 

Drink: The state docs not directly invade the citi- 
zen’s rights in the matter of drink, as to kind or qual- 
ity. A man may drink whatever ho chooses provided 
he can get it! But many of the states do interfere as 
to quantity or source of supply, Our state of Kansas 
assumes to do this, not only indirectly, by restrictions 
and hindrances, but also by direct prohibitions against 
manufacture and sale. ‘Theso statute  drink-laws, 
therefore, invade the fundamental bill of rights, guar- 
anteeing liberty and pursuit of happiness, and, as Ane 
tonomists wo einai their nbolition or repeal, `. 

ad As to the right to tho enjoyment of tho Beauti- 
ful in nature and artthe state interferes in various 
ways, under pretext of guarding publie morala, It un- 
dertakes to dictate to the citizen in regard to whatis 
and what1s not modest, chaste or moral in pictures, in 
statuary and in drapery or clothing of living persons. 
All such Jaws and their attempted enforcement are di- 
rect Infractions of the aforesaid bill of Rights, hey 
put the state, which is only the servant of tho citizen, 
above its master, its creator; and therefore all antono- 
mists demand their removal from tho statute books. 

4. Sex-Association. Ifthe state transcends tho 
legitimate sphere of its duties and powers when deal- 
ing with the food question, tho drink question, and 
that of the beautiful in nature and art, much moro 
doves it transcend its just. powers when assuming the 
role of parent or guardian in matters pertaining to 
sex-association; anl if its interf--ence in the three de- 
partments just named has been disastrous to human 
welfare (which position we are prepared to maintain,) 
much more has its interference in the department last 
named been disastrous.

Several of the city papers are loudly calling for the 
“suppression” of Mrs. P. One of these papers is so 
very gallant (Py asto call her “the she-devil! [as 
it really come to this that an Ameriean woman ata 
grove picnic, cannot speak her mind freely without 
dmger of arrest. for using “incendiary language?” 


“Justice aid hemp must pull together,’ says the 
Times. Well, admitting that.these two should go 
into partnership and = “pull” somebody, is it 
quite elvar to the ‘Times man as towhoit is thatshould 
be pulled? When a gang of ruflianly police under- 
take to Drek up a peaceable meetiug (ay was suiti- 
ciently proved at the trial) and some of these assail- 
ants get hurt, must the assniled party be pulled 
because they resisted the invaders? 

‘To put it more correctly: should the assailed patty 
be hung because the person who threw the deadly mis- 
sile cannot befound? We mildly suggest to the ‘Times, 
that he advise the proposed partners in the pulling 
business to goa little slow, lest peradventure they 
pull the wrong person. Again wo ask the Times and 
his confreres of the capitulistie press, are you quite

This 
has been the motto of despots and tyrants ever since 
the dawn of human history, as Dr. M. well knows, 
Our readers know that we have always deprecated the 
use of force so Jong as freedom of speech and of press 
remains, but while capitalists, through their organs, 
can put fort the most cruel and blood-curdling 
threats against Jaborers, if these latter must keep 
their mouths shut or be suppressed—stricken down— 
for their utterances, then there remains no ulternative 
but to meet force with force.

The state—the agent or servant of tho individual, 
man and woman-—assiumes the right and the function 
of guardianship over the morals of its principals, its 
creators, This agent or servant sets up an artificial, 
an anti-natural standard of morals, of virtue, and as- 
sumes the right to punish those principals or creators, 
by tines and imprisonment, when they dare disregard 
or violate the artificial standard, Do men in ordinary 
business submit to such usurpations of authority on 
tho part of their agents or servants? Certainly not; then 
why should they submit so lavishly, so meanly and 
cowardly to the domination of their servants in this 
the most important business of their lives? Who will 
auswer? 

To be moro specitie: Let us first inquire what is 
morality, what is virtue in the sex-relations of men 
and women? Tn general terms, an act is moral and 
virtuous which produces human happiness, and that 
which produces unhappiness is immoral and vicious. 
Again: the invasion of the rights of any human being 
is Immoral and vicious, if not also criminal; and con- 
yersoly, any not which docs not invade the rights of n 
human being is not immoral or vicious, Sex-associa- 
tion is a natural, a necessary act—neccssary to the 
the fullest happiness of men and women, and necessa- 
ry to tho continued existence of the race on this plan- 
et. Now suppoge two persons, a manand a woman, 
of mature ago and of sound minds, decide of their own 
free will and choice to live together as partners in the 
sex-relation—thoy find this relationship mutually pro- 
motive of happiness—nature sanctions their union 
by giving healthy, well-formed and intelligent offspring, 
Now we ask, is the conduct of this man and woman— 
these antonum#sts—immoral and vicious? 


“Yes,” says the advocate of state-patornalism, “their 
conduct is ‘not oaly immoral and vicious, itis also 
criminal! The state must punish all such with fine 
and imprisonment, and so say the statute laws of Kan- 
sna:” l

moted the happiness of tle parties immediately cou- 
concerned and is therefore moral and virtuous, accord- 
ing to one of our accepted definitions; it then devolves 
upon tho objector’ to show that some human being’s 
rights have been invaded, Can he do this? He will 
probably say that society has rights in the matter and 
that these rights have been disregarded. Then let 
“society” come into court and show how its rights have 
been invaded, Of course, society will do nothing of 
the kind, and if the judge issues a summons for the 
appearance of plaintiff, said plaintiff cannot be found. 
Society is a myth; it is not a person, and therefore it 
has no rights that any person is bound to respect, 

Some person, then, soine individnal, must come inte 
court and show how his natural rights have been in- 
vated by this act of ignoring the authority of the 
state in their domestic arrangements, by this man and 
woman, Jf no such person, no such individual can be 
found, then the prosecution falls to the ground, and 
the defendants should claim and recover damages 
from the proscentor, on the ground of malicious prose- 
cution, <Autonomists, therefore, demand that the 
above mentioned law be abolished or repealed as vio- 
lating the fundamental bill of rights. 


We have said that the state sets upan artificial, an 
anti-natural standard of morality by which to judge of 
the virtua or yiciousness of men and women in the 
sex-relation, Whatis this standard? Brietly stated 
itis that Legality makes Virtue in the ‘sex-relation, and 
the Lack of legality therein constitutes, both Vice and 
Crime! ‘hat isto say, ifthe priest, the parson or 
other officer clothed by tho state with such authority, 
shall havo muttered his abra-ca-dabra over the twain 
their subseyuent sex-assuciation is moral and virtuous, 
while such association an hour previons to such legal 
rite or incantation, would have been immoral, vicious 
and even criminal, s 

We have said, orat least intimated, that the inter- 
ference by the statu in the sex-relations of men and 
women is productive of disaster, Ilow can it be otl- 
erwise? Tor, consider: 

, Kirst, that this interference by tho stato or its ofli- 
cials with the private and personal alfairs of the indiv- 
idual is in itself an immoral act. It isan assumption 
of authority by the state, the servant, over the citizen 
or creator of that state, Itis therefore a plain case of 
usurpation, All usurpations of authority are immoral 
Acta in their nature, because invasive of the rights of 
others, and all immoral acts must sooner or later be 
productive of disaster. i

STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES IN REGARD TO MARRIAGE, 


Martiago--by which term we monn tho various attractions 
sentiments, arrangomonts and interests, psychical, social, ma- 
terial, involved in the sex-relations of men and women—is, or 
shomd be, a distinctively a pereoual matter, a strictly private 
affair, ‘There are, or should be but two parties to this nr- 
rangement or compact—a man and a woman} or perhaps we 
should sayn woman and a mun—sinco the interests, the 
fate, of woman is involved, for weal or woe in marriago, to 
a far greater extent than is tho fate ‘or interests of man, Some 
one has said, “Marriage is for man only an episode, while for 
woman it 13 the epic of her life.” Henco it would seem right 
and propor that in all arrangements pertaining to marriage 
woman should have the first voice or co atrol, Marriage looks 
to Maternity, Motherhood, as its most important result or 
outcome, and as damo Naturo has placed the bnrdon of ma- 
ternity upon woman ‘it would seem that marriage should be 
emphatically and distinctively woman's work--womau’s In- 
stitution, 

It neod not be said that this is not the common, tho popn« 
lar and especially the legal view of marriage. Tho very ety mol- 
ogy itself of the word tells a very different story. “Matriago 
is derived from the French word mari, meaning tho “hus- 
bandt? Aud nover did the etymology of a word more truly 
indicate its popular and legal meaning than doos the ctymol- 
ogy of this one, Marriage as enforeol in so-called Christian 
lands, ns well as in most hoathon countries, is proeeminently 
man's affair—man's institution, Its omgin, (mythologic orr- 
gin) declares that woman was made for mau, not man for 
woman, not each for the other. Iistory shows that man has 
ruled over woman ns mythology declares he should do, and 
tho marriage laws themselres show thut thoy wero made by 
man for man’s benotlt, not for woman's. Marriage moana or 
results in the family as an institution, and the laws and cus- 
toms pertaining thercto make mau the head and antocrat of 
the family. When a woman marries sho morges her individ- 
uality ag a legal person into that of her husband, even to the 
surrrencer of her name, just as chattel slaves wero required 
to take thoname of their master, 

Against all such invasive laws and unjust discriminations, 
woas autonomists hereby most solemnly protest. We most 
distinctly and positively reject, repudiate and nbjure allsuch 
Jaws and regulations, and if wo ever havo acknowledged al- 
legiauco to these statute Jawa regulating marriage wo Lereby 
renounce aud disclaim all such allegiance. 

To particularizo aud recapitulato: 

Marriage being # strictly personal mattor wo deny the 
tight of society, in the formof chnrel and state to regulate 
it or interfere with tho individual man and woman in this ro- 
lation, Allsuch interference, from ourstandpoint, is regard- 
cd as animportinenco aud worse than an impertinence. To 
acknowledge the right of the state to dictate to us in these 
matters isto acknowledge ourselyes the children or minor 
wards of tho state, not capable of transacting our own Dusi- 
ness, Woe therefore most solemnly and oarnestly repudiate, 
abjuro and reject the authority, the rites and ceremonics of 
church and stato in marriage ag wo rejoct the mummerics of 
tho church in tho ceremony called baptism and at the bedside 
of the dying. Tho priest ur othar stato official can no more 
preparo the contracting parties for the duties of marriage 
than ho cau prepare tho dying for life in another world, In 
nither case the preparation must be the work of the parties 
immediately concerned. Wo regard all snch attempts atreg- 
ulation on the part of church and state as not only nn imper- 
tinence, not only wrang in principle but disastroas to tho Vest 
degroe in practice. Here, ns every whero elso in tho realm of 
personal rights and reciprocal duties, we regard intelligent 
choice- -untrammeled yoluntaryism—coupled with responsi- 
bility tonatural law for onr acte, as tho truo and only basis 
of morality. 

Asa matter of principle we are opposed to tha making of 
promises on occasions liko this. The promiso to “love and 
bouor” may heeome quite impossible of falfllment, and that 
from no fault of tho party making auch promise, The prom- 
ise to “love, honor and obey so loug as bath shall live,” com- 
monly ssacted of woman, we regard asa highly immoral 

promise, It makes woman the inferior, the vassal of ber 
: Naeband, id whan, from any cause, love censaa to exist be- 
tween the purities, tbis promise binds hear to do au immoral 
act, viz. Tt biueds her to prostitute bear sex-hood at the com. 
pleandefim nntoting or unlovable husband, 
to Por thes another: reasons that will readily suggest them. 
prelves, We. as nutenumisia prefer not to make any promises of 
jthe kind usually made as part of marriage ceremonios. 1,
